FROM ALGERIA 
ARE PROBLEM

PARIS (API—France’s Jewish 
community, with an active assist 
from Jews in the United States, is

Authorities estimate the com- 
munity has grown from about 350,* 
OOO to half a million in less than 
a 
year. 
France 
now 
has the 
fourth largest Jewish population, 
after the United States, the Soviet 
Union and Israel. 
There are not nearly enough 
schools, 
synagogues 
and 
social 
services for them. Housing for the 
newcomers is a perennial prob­ 
lem. 
Most of the new refugees came 
from Algeria, which had a Jew­ 
ish population of 160.000 a year 
ago. Jewish welfare workers es­ 
timate that only about 6,500 are 
left there. About IO per cent went 
to Israel, the others to France. 
Algerian Jews were French na­ 
tionals and thus moved to France 
with the same status as other re­ 
patriates They thus qualified for 
government relief benefits. But 
these benefits are due to halt in 
July, and persons still not re-es­ 
tablished will have to look else­ 
where for help. 
In addition. 50.000-60.000 Jewish 
refugees have come from Tunisia 
and Morocco. There has been a 
movement from 
Morocco since 
that country achieved independ­ 
ence. and a rush out of Tunisia 
since the Bizerte fighting in 1961. 
Jews from Morocco and Tunisia 
lack French citizenship and enter 
as foreign refugees. 
In a sense, the burden on the

is

France’s traditionally liberal atti­ 
tude toward 
political 
refugees 
Since the war, succeeding waves 
of refuges have streamed into or 
through France. Just when the 
French Jewish community thought 
it was finally catching up, ther 
would be another flow.

There are two reasons for the 
work-sharing,’ Wilson said.

BORN IN IWO 
A private study-bedroom is pro­ 
vided for each resident student in 
dormitory buildings.

Most meals are taken by 
the students together in the din­ 
ing-room of the main house. Fam 
ilies usually prepare their own 
breakfasts, however, and arrange 
to take hot foods home for some

Pendle Hill came into being 33 
years ago. Its name was inspired 
by a quotation from George Fox, 
the Briton who founded the Soci­ 
ety of Friends.

G arber’s painting shows how 
well art expresses forestry in our 
culture, states Henry H. Chisman,

G arber* 
scenic portraits suggest locality. 
The book describes him as one 
of the foremost landscape paint­ 
ers of America.

From 1909 to 1927. Garber won 
16 m ajor citations and awards. 
He had an eye for majestic for­ 
ests. In 1912 he won a silver

What to do about any wheat 
surplus will be Just another of 
the prohlem* the U S negotiators 
Aill take to Geneva next May 
a hen 50 nations start working on 
darts to cut tariffs and increase 
world trade. 
Congress may tackle the farm 
problem anew as a result of the 
wheat veto. But chances of re­ 
moving it as a world trade prob­ 
lem are slim indeed, 
Also Congress may he a stum­ 
bling block to putting into effect 
the compromise at Geneva on how 
to cut tariffs in general.

compromise states:

The newspaper said the State 
Department is seeking to have the 
Swiss government lift its custom­ 
ary banking secrecy to establish 
whether the certificates on deposit 
are part of those missing from 
the Federal Reserve Bank vault. 
Spokesmen for both the Treas­ 
ury and 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board said in Washington they 
wvre unaware of any new devel­ 
opments concerning 
the 
disap­ 
pearance of the Treasury certifi­ 
cates. 


C E R T IF IC A T E S N U M B E R E D 
Each of the 12 missing certi­ 
ficates. as well as the interest 
coupons, bore a number making 
it possible to identify each certif­ 
icate. 
The reserve board spokesman 
said that at this time the dis­ 
appearance of the certificates in­ 
volves no financial loss to any­ 
one. 
He explained that Che Califor­ 
nia bank which had bought the 
certificates through the Federal 
Reserve had been “ made whole” 
meaning that it had received new 
certificates. 
Should any of the missing cer­ 
tificates he presented by a bank 
for payment, he said they would 
be honored, but added the pres­ 
entation would trigger an imme­ 
diate 
investigation 
The certifi­ 
cates matured May 15 and are 
no longer drawing interest. 
LARGE A M O U N TS 
Seven of the missing certificates 
are for $1 million each and five 
for $100,000 each. 
It was disclosed in Washington 
Monday that a report on the dis­ 
appearance of the securities is 
scheduled for consideration this 
week by the House Banking Com­ 
mittee Sources said the report is 
critical of bank procedures. 
The information gathered at a 
recent subcommittee hearing in 


San Francisco was reported to in­ 
dicate little possibility that the 
securities were stolen. But the 
Federal Reserve Theory that they 
were accidentally burned was not 
conclusively proved by the data, 
the subcommittee was reported to
